e all know people who flatly refuse to attempt a single night of 
sleep—much less a weekend—at the homes of even their dearest friends 
Why? Because no visitors are so vulnerably human as overnight guests. 
Accustomed to the familiar comforts of home, why should they put up 
with the possible horrors of a lumpy bed, strange noises in the night, and 


an inhospitable bathroom? They won't; and once bitten, twice shy, they’l! 


probably rise to the lure only with out-and-out warm-hearted pampering 


In the first place, the guest bed and its surroundings should be a perfect 
symbol of hospitality—a pretty island of sheer comfort. Guests, even if 
they stay up half the night reminiscing, need their sleep, and they won't 
get it on what is quite often a reasonable facsimile of a torture rack. So 
look to your guest mattress and box spring. Are they up to snuff? Are the 
sheets smooth as silk, the blankets downy? Are their colors related to the 
room itself? Since the hope chest, these days, is a bit passé, there is no need 


to use pink trousseau sheets in a room where pink should never be at all 


Moreover, not only are guests sensitive to color, they also require con- 
siderable practical accoutering. Snug in our own beds, we forget that they 
may be thirsty. Is there a carafe of water by the bed? Their heads may 
ache; is the aspirin handy? They may have colds; where’s the Kleenex? 
They may read all night; is the lighting conducive? They may have lost a 
button; is there a needle and thread? Scissors? A button? The temperature 
may fall; do they know where the extra blankets are? Is there a night light 
to get them to the bathroom without breaking their necks? And, if there 
is only one bath, plus children in the house, you must double your efforts 
to make them bath-happy. One of the most successful solutions is a bath 
cart; this can be practically anything on wheels (ours is an old teacart 

see page 181). To be kept in the guest room and wheeled to the bath, it 
holds a small arsenal of towels, toiletries, and tissues. Since guests always 
forget something, try to anticipate their lacks with toothbrushes, cold 
cream, razor blades and anything else you have forgotten when you were a 
guest. This little traveling drug store can be the guest’s best friend and is 
easily assembled. No matter if the children dress up in the family towels, 
use up all the cologne, and pour the bath oil down the drain: The guests 
are self-sufficient, perfectly equipped, and consequently, child- and host- 
loving. Above all, they are flattered to the nines by your care and thought- 


fulness, and a thoroughly flattered guest always comes back for more. 


So, to be a perfect hostess, you must know exactly what it feels like to be 
a visitor in your own home. Spend a night in your guest room and be peck- 
ishly critical. Bribe the children to bring you breakfast in bed, and if you 
awaken to it refreshed and happy with nary a bone to pick with anyone, 


you have done the trick. Yours is a visitable and hospitable home.

t was probably 1 hungry man who invented the first heat- 
proof stew pot, and it was probably his wife, hungry for 
sure, who invented the first combination of ingredient to 
put into it. After that, she could vary the mixture as she 
chose, bank her fire, and leave dinner to simmer happily away 
while she swept or even slept. All that was required of her 
was an occasional stirring, and today, several centuries later, 


that is just about all that is required of us when we cook a 


Of all the Food Family Trees today, the one on 

the shortest and the most useful for entertaining—— particularly 
when the guests are male. Unlike the usual family tree, with its 
countless little scions, this one is more of an ancient family 
bush, on which grow the few great and classic stews. If the 
word “stew” incidentally, seems unsuitable for a dinner party, 
the word “‘ragoit’’ may be substituted. In this way ragodt 
d’aqneau Irlandais will taste as sweet as any Irish stew, and 
ragoul de boeuf & U Hongroise is only another way to say gulya 
(a word more familiar to us as goulash) in six elegant words 
In each country, there is an indigenous stew that marks the 
boundaries more firmly than any geographical line. In France, 
the stew has to be cooked with red wine; in Hungary, it would 
be unthought of without paprika; and in Russia, a great deal 
of sour cream is imperative. The Germans never eat their 
stews without noodles or spaefzle, the Lrish insist on potatoes, 
nd the Indians on rice. Everywhere, however, the basic 
elements of a stew are large ly those required for man’s daily 
nourishment.
